As far as the question of removing the
troops back into the mountains Is con-
cerned (the question which seems to huve
precipitated  the Indignation meeting
among the American commanders nt San-
tlago), it in learned that the Medical De-
partment hers made no such Jecohimene
dation.

THE SANTIAGO DIFFICULTIES,
The department to-day gave out o state-
ments of Jts rezources In the way of
transports at Santiago, and also, as an
incldent, directed attentlon to the fact
thit the troops cannot be withdrawn as
an whole untll the Spanish prisoners are
disposed of. Otherwise, there is no cer-

Rates Close to Our Internnl Revenne
Flgures=Porto Rico Tarim,
WABHINGTON, August 4.—It is under-
stood that the officials of the War De-
partment have about completed the to<
baceoo tariff schedule to ba appled 10.
Cuban ports, and that it will follow very
closely, If not exactly, our own internal
revenue riates. These are 12 cents & pound
on manufactured tobacco and snuff; §$2.60
per 1000 on cigars, welghing more than
8 pounds to the 1000, $1.50 per 1000 on
clgarettes, welghing not more than 3
pounds to the 1000, and §1 a 1.0% on all-
tobaceo clgarettes, welghing not more

than 3 pounds to the 1000,

The general tariff for Porto Rlico has
been prepared at the Treasury Depurt-
ment, and is now awalting the action of
the War Department. It is intimated
that the rates will fellow closcly the
Spanish rates as applied to Imports from

TONDON, Auguat b.—The Madrid corre-
spondent of the Times says:

“Though pesce |s regarded as assured,
it may not be attained so quickiy as ls
generally expected. Senor Bugasia ob-
jects to belng hustled, and Insists upon
evervihing being done In a quiet, orderly,
and Qignified manner.

NO AGREEMENT YET.

MADRID, August 48 P, M.—The con-
sultations Setween the Premler, the presi-
dents of the chambers, and other promi-
nent persons ure described as being really
of a pational character, with & view to
ascertuining the opinfons of all purties,
The government has not yet entered upon
any agreement regarding terms for con-
cluding the war with the United States,
The Cabinet will follow the advice of the
party leaders, and will leave to the Crown
the ilberty of choosing new advisers,

ROBEDO FOR MORE WAR.

All thé teaders thus far consulted have
observed the strictest reserve with the
exception of S8enor Romero y Robledo, the

REPLY EARLY NEXT WEEK.

LONDON, August 5—The Madrid cor-
respondent of the Dally Mall says:

“The government has not yet answered
the American note nor recelved President
MeKinley's reply to the explanations ask-
ed for by Senor Sagasta. The Premler
gald to-day that the government would
reply to the American demands early
next week.

“In consulting the party
gasta is followlng the precedent of Caste-
lar, when the Virginius affalr threatened
war with the Unlted Btates,

“It {8 not probable that he will resign
as a result of the confercnces,

“I'he Premier is inelined to rush the
treaty through without convokiug the
Cortes, trusting to get a bill of Indemnity
next month; but the party leaders are not
likely to consent to this course.”

Mr. Dixon Lee, a first-class fireman on

dinna, who was wounded in the terrific
battle off Santlago harbor July 34, was
in Richmond yestecday, en rotita to his
home, in lowa, from the hospltal at
Pertmou_th.

He was shot through his right wrist by
n Mauser ball, and also received a paln-
ful wound over hig rizht knee-cap. As he
walked through the strects yesterday
with his seaman’s uniform on and his
arm in & sliag, he stiracted considerable
attention, and was frequently interro-
gated by passers-by, who desired to learn
from one of the participants thereln some
of the detalls of the great battle In which
Cervera's fleet was_almost annihlinted.

Mr. Lee was geen yesterday by o Dis-
patch man, to whom he talked most inte-
restingly concerning the battle. Ha was
on board the Indiana and saw the whole
engagement, mnotwithstanding the fuct
that he was Injured during the latter part
of the fight,

WHAT CURIOSITY DID.

He laughs now over his injuries, and
says they are the result of his own folly,
rather than good Spanish markmanship,
As a flremen it was his duty to bring
ammunition from the powder magazines
and load the guns for the gunners, ‘e
was engaged In this work when a por-
tion of a protecting shield was shot
away, and he walked through the hole
mide by the shot to take o look ot the
outside, He had hardly gotten beyond the
safely mark when he was struck by two
bullets, as described, and he lost no time
in beallng a hasty retreat to safety,

Mr, Lee pays that in the fight, so far
s he could judge, the Oregon and the
Hrooklyn bore the brunt of the battle,
though the Texas did as good work ans
any of the ships. The Indlana also Md
some e¢Mective work, though the lttle
Gloucester covered herself with glory.,

THE GLOUCESTER'S FIGHT.

One of the preftiest features of the
fight, sald Mr. Lee, was the work of the
(Houcester. The blg ships would close in
on the Spunlards and throw hot shot Into
them for a few minutes, and then the
little Gloucester, resembling nothing o
much ns she did a bantam rooster, would
crawl up alongslde the big enemy, and In
less than a moment would have thelr
decks swept ag clear as though a hurri-
ciane had passed over them.

The Indiuna, Mr. Lee toid the Dispatch
man, was not far from the Texas when
the battle ended, and he (lee) distincily
heard Captain Phillp when he shouted
through the megaphone to the men
abonrd the ships adjacent to his to re-
strain their exhygberant spirits out of re-
speet to the dying Spanlards. Thanks-
giving services were held, the sallor says,
on nearly 1l the American ships fmme-
diately after the battle, and patriotie
hymns were Intérspersed with prayers.

RAN AWAY FROM HOME,

Young Lee has had o most eventful cn~
reer. He Is the son of a well-to-do cattle-
owner at Clarinda, Town, and ten years
ago, after having received a whipping at
the hands of his father, ran away from
home and enlisted in the navy. He re-
mained away fram home for more than
eoven years without communleating with
his people, and now, for the first time
since ha left, a mere boy, he s returning
& wounded veteran, though still the pie-
ture of manly vigor. He hang served hia
full tergn of service, and says he does not
know whether he will re-enlist or not—
that depending iargely upon the wishes of
his family,

BERLIN HONORS RISMARCK,

Impreasive Services in the Emperor
Willlam Memorial Church,
BERLIN, Avgust 4—The funerial ser-
vices held hersa to-day in memory of
Prince Bismarck wers of the most Impres-
slve character. They were attended by
the Emperor and Empress of Germany,
the various German princes and princesg-
es, all the members of the diplomatic
corps, and the chlef military and civll

dignitarles,

A guard of honor was placed In front of
the Emperor Willlam Memorial church,
whera the sorvices took place,

The exercises were opened and con-
cluded by a choral sung by the chorus
from the Opera-House, The officlating
clergyman in the course of his prayers
alluded to the great s=ervices which the
deceased chancelior had performed Lor
the welfare of his country,

CEREMONY DISAPPOINTING,

The ceremony was brilllant and impres-
sive as regarda court display, but quite
disappointing In other respects, It bore
traces of haste and half-heartedness, The
church wans fnadequately decorated, and
the publie displayed no enthusinsm In the
service,

The most disappointing feature was the
foct that not a single member of Bls-
marck’s family attended.

BEANTIAGO DE CUBA, August 3, 5:2 P,
M.—(Delayed iIn transmission.)—Summon-
ed by Majgr-General Shafter, » meeting
was heid here this morning at headquar-
ters and In the presence of every com-
manding and raedical officer of the Fifth
Army Corps. General Shafter read s ca-
bls message from Secrelary Alger, order-
ing him, on the recommendation of Sur-
geon-General Sternberg, to move the army
into the interior, to San Luis, which is
much higher than &antlago, As a result
of the conference, General Shafter will
Insist upon the immediate withdrawal of
the urmy north within two weeks,

As an explanation of the situation, the
following letter from Colonel Theodore
Roosevelt, commanding ‘the First Volun-
teer Cavalry, to General Ehafter, was
handed by the latter to the correspondent
here of the Assoclated Press, for publica-
tlon:

NO REASON FOR DELAY,
“"Major-General Shafter:

“Blr,~In u meeting of the general and
medical officers called Ly you at the
palace this morning, we were all, as you
know, unanimous in view of what should
be done with army. ‘I'o keep us nere, in
the opinlon of every ofMeer commanding
o division or a brigade, will simply in-
volve the destruction of thousands, Thore
18 ne possible reason for not shipping
practically the entire command north at
once, Yellow-fever cnses ara very few in
the cavalry division, where 1 command
one of the two brigades and not one true
case of yellow-fever has occorred in this
divisgion, except smong the men sent 1o
the hospital at 8lboney, whera they have,
1 belleve, contracted jt. But in thig divi-
slon there have been 1,600 cases of mala-
rial tever, Not a man died from [t, but
the whole command Is so weakened and
shattered as to be ripe for dying ke rot-
ting sheep when a real yellow-fever epl-
demle, Instead of a fake epldemie ke
the present, strikes us, as it is bound to
do {f we stay here at the height of the
#lckly season, August and the heginning
of September,

NO QUARANTINE LCFFECTIVE.

Quarantine against malarial fever 18
much iike quarantining asgalnst the tooth-
ache., All of us are certaln that as soon
as the authorities at Washingten fully
appreclate the condition of the army, weo
will be sent home, If we are kept here
it will, In all human possibility, mean an
appalling disaater, for the surgeons hore
estimate that over lialf the army, If kept
here during the slckly season, will' dle,
This i not only terrible from the stand-
point of the Individual lves lost, but it
means ruln from the standpoint of the
military efficlency of the flower of the
American army, for the great bulk of the
regulars are here with youw

‘“*The sick-list, large though It ls, ex-
eeading 4,00, affords but a faint index of
the debllitation of the army. Not 10 per
eent. are fit for active work. Six weeks
on the North Malne coast, for Instance,
or elsewhers, where the yellow-fever
germ cannot pogsibly propagate, would
make us all as Nt as fighting cocks, able,
a8 we are eager, to take o part in the
great campalgn agalnst Habana, In the
fall, even I we are not allowed to try
Porto Rico.

REMOVAL SAFIE,

“Wea ean be moved Neorth, If moved at
once, with absoliute safety to the country,
although, of course, it would have been
infinitely better i we had been moved
porth or to Porte Rico two weeks ago.
If thers were any object in keeping us
here, we would face yellow-fever with
as much Indifference ns we face bullets,
but there is no object In t. The four
Immune reglments orderad here are sufli-
clent to garrison the clty smld surround-
ing towns, and there Is absolutely no-
thing for us to do here, and has not been
sinee the city Burrendered, It i Impos-
gible to move into the interior, and any-
how the interlor is rather worse than
the coast, as I have found by actual re-
connolggance. Our present camps are as
healthy as any camps at this end of the
island can be,

“I write, only because I cannot see our
men, who have fought so bravely and
who have endured extreme hardships
and danger so uncomplainingly, go to
destruction without striving, 8o far ns
lies In me, to avert a doom as fearful
as It I8 unnecessary and undeserved,

ROUND-ROBIN TO SHAFTER,

After Colonel Roosevelt bhad taken the
Initintive, all the American officers united
in a “round-robin” addressed to General
Shafter, It reads as follows:

“We, the undersigned officers, com-
manding the various brigades, diviflons,
ete,, of the army of occupation of Cuba,

demle of yellow-fever, which is sure to
come in the near future, We know, from
the reports of competent officers and per-
sonal observation that the army s un-
abls to move into the interlor; that there
are no facllities for such & mgye, If ut-
tempted, and that {t could not be at-
tempted til too late, Moreover, the best
medical authorities of the island say that
with our present equipment we could not
five In the interfor during the rainy sea-
son without loss from malarial-fever,
which Is almost aa deadly as yellow-
fever.

REMOVAL OR DESTRUCTION.

“This army must be moved at onee or
perish. As the army can be safely moved
now, the persons responsible for prevent-
ing such a move will be responsible for
the unnecessary loss of many thousands
of lves,

“Our opinions are the result of careful
personal observation, and they are also
based on the unanimous opinfon of our
medical officors with the army, who un-
derstand the situstion atsalutely.”

Major M. Wood, the chief surgeon of
the First Division, sald: “The army must
be moved north,” and added with em-
phasts, “or it will be unable t0 move it-
gelr.”
